MINUTES OF THE MARCH 29, 2018 SPECIAL MEETING OF THE 

OKLAHOMA WORKERS’ COMPENSATION COMMISSION 

 

The members of the Oklahoma Workers’ Compensation Commission met at 1915 N.

Commission Appellate Counsel, Lindsey Christopher was recognized to report 
and make a recommendation.  She responded to questions of the Commissioners 
and recommended adoption of the rules as modified.  The proposed rule changes 
were presented for action by the Commission.
